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East Hampton Village PD Captain’s Alleged Discrimination to 


Get State Hearing

n outgoing East Hampton Village 

Police commander allegedly harassed a 
civilian employee for years and retaliated 
against her for reporting the mistreatment, 
according to a complaint pending before a 
New York State Division of Human Rights 
administrative judge. 

The agency issued a finding of probable cause 
that East Hampton Village Police Capt. Antho- 
ny Long harassed, discriminated and retaliated 
against Layla Bennett, a police secretary, since 
2015. The allegations include Long making 
demeaning comments about Bennett’s looks, 
threatening to terminate Bennett for conduct 
others were not even reprimanded for, ruining 
projects in her office and laughing at her when 
she questioned what happened, removing fur- 
niture from her office without justification and 
berating her in front of other department mem- 
bers, according to her attorney Alex Kaminski 
of the Islandia-based law firm of Davis & Fer- 
ber, LLP. 

“The difference in her treatment compared to 
others, primarily males, makes it apparent that 
Captain Long targeted her due to her gender 
and retaliated against her after she reported the 
mistreatment numerous times,” Bennett’s at- 
torney said in a statement. “Ms. Bennett hopes 
to continue her career without issue now that

“In light of the pending legal proceedings,

Bennett later filed a complaint with the state 
HRD shortly before Larsen, a former village po- 
lice chief elected mayor last year, referred the 
case to the Suffolk County Police Department’s 
Internal Affairs Bureau, which referred ques- 
tions about the probe back to the village. Long 
took a leave of absence on April 23 until he re- 
tires on December 31 after 28 years on the job. 

Long could not be reached and the village po- 
lice department did not respond to a request for 
comment. Bennett was not available for com- 
ment. An HRD administrative judge is sched- 
uled to hold a public hearing on the complaint 
later this year.

Riverhead Town Board Rejects Bid to Opt Out of Pot Sales

he Riverhead Town Board voted down July 7 

a proposal to opt out of allowing recently le- 

galized recreational marijuana to be sold and con- 
sumed at pot shops and cannabis cafés. 

The measure was rejected by a vote of 3 to 2 fol- 

lowing weeks of debate surrounding the issue, 

meaning pot sales will be allowed once retailers get 


the go-ahead next year. Supervisor Yvette Aguiar 


and Councilman Kenneth Rothwell both voted for 
opting out while voting against were Councilmen 
Frank Beyrodt and Timothy Hubbard and Council- 
woman Catherine Kent, the lone Democrat on the 
Republican-majority board. 

“I respect my colleagues’ decision to vote to allow 
the retail sale and café use of marijuana,” Aguiar 
said. “However, I am voting yes to prohibit cannabis 
retail dispensaries and on-site consumption sites ... 
until we have better clarification of the New York 
State legislation.” 

The state legalized marijuana in March, but towns 
and villages have until December 31 to decide wheth-

Suffolk County Legislator Al Krupski (D-Cu- 
tchogue), who sponsored the legislation, said the 
‘measure is part of the Our Water Our Lives. cam- 
paign in collaboration with the Long Island Com- 
mission for Aquifer Protection to educate residents 
on the best times to water their lawns. 

The Suffolk County Water Authority reports that 

70% of water drawn from the aquifer that serves 


as the region’s sole source of drinking water is for 
outdoor use, which is mostly watering lawns. But 
much of that constitutes widespread overwatering, 
officials said. 

“To see lawns being irrigated during a rainstorm, 
or in the midday heat, shows us measures must be 
adopted, particularly when it comes to lawn irriga- 
tion, so we can responsibly and sustainably preserve 
our water resources for future - generations, ee 
said. 

“We as a community must take every opportunity 
to recharge our aquifer,” he added. “Although we 
had very heavy rains this month, this will not always 
be the case. Weather patterns are changing, and less 


frequent but more intense precipitation events are 
predicted. Preserving land and improving stormwa- 
ter infrastructure will certainly help recharge our 
aquifer, so water is recharged, rather than running 
off into our bays, creeks and estuaries, carrying with 
it bacteria and pollution.” 

The campaign includes in-person public outreach 
throughout the summer at local beaches, parks and 
events, where officials will offer educational materi- 
als, tips on water conservation, information on how 
Suffolk homeowners can receive a $50 credit on 
their water bill by purchasing water-saving devices 
and a chance to win a smart irrigation controller val- 
ued at $90.

A Woman Chases a 
Smartphone Under the 
Driver’s Seat, Chaos Ensues

ag Harbor Village suffered 

through an hour of traf- 
fic gridlock beginning at 11 
a.m. on the Friday of the 
Fourth of July weekend. 
The cause? A woman in the 
driver’s seat of a brand new 
2021 BMW X5 Ms5oi. Her 
hand had become stuck under 
the front seat of the SUV while she was 
driving northbound on Main Street. 

Thus imprisoned and now unable to 
drive, she did, with some other parts of 
her body, get the vehicle into park so 
that it wouldn’t continue to move, then 
as her problem persisted, called to pe- 
destrians there on the sidewalk in front 
of Grindstone Coffee & Donuts about 
her problem, who in turn called the 
Sag Harbor Police, who called vehicles 
from the Sag Harbor Fire Department 
Heavy Rescue and the Sag Harbor Vol- 
unteer Ambulance. 

The car, now blocking the lane, had 
caused the early stages of gridlock be- 
fore the emergency vehicles from these 
two services arrived to join the police 
in officially shutting down traffic. Now 
it would get worse. 

The problem was that though the 
woman was not injured,-she was in 
fear of becoming injured if anybody 
pressed any wrong button controlling 
the seat’s movements of up, down, 
seat back or forward, rise up, or heat. 
People on the scene took photographs 
of this predicament and in one of them, 
taken from the front of the car by a re- 
porter from the Sag Harbor Express, 
she can be seen — an attractive, dark- 
haired woman — leaning forward with 
her chin almost on the dashboard but 
apparently okay otherwise. 

Sag Harbor traffic officers set up a 
detour for traffic on Main Street, send- 
ing cars down Carruthers Alley and off 
to Division Street, so named because 


the dividing line between East and 
Southampton Town goes down the 
white line on that street. There, 
traffic also began to back up in 
the northbound lane of that 
street heading toward Main. 

It was now also stalled over 

the Sag Harbor-North Hav- 

en Bridge and on Bay Street 
and in the other direction up 
and beyond Madison Street and 

off toward Sagaponack and Bridge- 
hampton. Meanwhile, the rescue effort 
went on for 15 minutes and then 20. 
Apparently, the authorities didn’t want 
to damage the car if they didn’t have to. 

On the nearby sidewalk, the crowd 
was speculating that the woman must 
have gotten her hand stuck while 
scrounging around under the seat for 
a dropped cell phone that must have 
slithered down the space between the 
driver’s seat and the center console. 

“T have an iPhone,” one woman said. 
“Learned my lesson. Now, always, the 
first thing I do when I get into my car 
is plug the iPhone into the car charger 
wire. Even before I put on my seat belt 
or start the car. It can’t get lost under 
the seat then, because even if it slides 
down anyway, you can always pull on 
the wire to fish it back up, if you do it 
carefully.” 

“She shouldn’t be on the phone while 
driving anyway.” 

“Who says she was on the phone? 
Maybe it just slipped off her lap.” 

A few people remarked on the com- 
plexity of this particular car, which was 
top of the line.

$1.5B Storm Safeguard Plan Advances, Despite Concerns

Isa, the first hurricane of the sea- 

son, blew over the South Fork as 
a noreaster July 9, bringing gusts, 
downpours and reminders of the re- 
gion’s vulnerability just as local offi- 
cials have been preparing for a long- 
sought sprawling federal project they 
hope will protect against future storm 
damage. 

More than a half century after first 
being proposed, the. $1.5 billion Fire 
Island to Montauk Point (FIMP) 
project is entering the final stages of 


preparation before work is expected 
to begin, possibly as early as this sum- 
mer. The plan involves pumping sand 
dredged from the seafloor onto ocean- 
front beaches and raising up bayfront 
structures across an 83-mile stretch of 
the South Shore from Montauk Point 
to the Fire Island Inlet. But some say 
the money would be better spent re- 
locating waterfront properties away 
from the impending threat of sea-level 
rise. ; 

“We cannot afford to keep dumping 
sand to maintain a beach that isn’t go- 
ing to stay,” said Steven Resler, a re-

tired state Department of State coastal 
manager who advocates a strategic 
retreat and selective fortification poli- 
cy—not rebuilding beach homes lost to 
storms, but constructing a sea wall for 
lower Manhattan. 

But despite FIMP’s slow progress— 
the fully federally funded project only 
received financing about a decade ago 
as part of the relief package passed 
following Sandy in 2012—it is unlikely 
that officials will hit the brakes on the 
plan. 

And so the U.S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers is preparing to issue a request

for proposals for the first contracts on 
August 3. The five South Shore towns 
involved—Babylon, Islip, Brookhaven, 
Southampton and East Hampton— 
have all signed agreements, but the 
feds are still waiting on a project par- 
ticipation agreement (PPA) with the 
state Department of Conservation. 
The first leg of the project is expected 


to start at Robert Moses State Park. 


“When construction begins, Army 
Corps contracts specify certain as- 
pects of work to include,” said James 
D’Ambrosio, a spokesman for the 
Army Corps. “It’s too early to tell how 
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many contracts will be needed for the 
entire project ... Should we receive 
acceptable bids, we expect to award a 
contract late this summer and begin 
construction in the fall.” 

Ironically, despite FIMP’s inclusion 
of Montauk Point in its name, the re- 
cently started project to buttress the 


revetment at the base of the Montauk _ 


Point Lighthouse is considered a sep- 
arate job for the Army Corps. - 

Among the thornier issues yet to be 
ironed out with FIMP is the matter of 

- acquiring hundreds of easements— 
a legal right of way allowing crews 
to perform work on private prop- 
erty—will be needed from oceanfront 
property owners. The Town of South- 
ampton has about 500 and has yet to 
begin the process of hiring outside 
counsel to negotiate the easements. 
Eminent domain—the legal process in 
which the government acquires pri- 
vate property for public use—is a pos- 
sibility if negotiations break down. 

“It actually helps the property,” 
said Southampton Town Supervisor 
Jay Schneiderman, who hoped that 
condemning land isn’t necessary. “It’s 
in their interest.” 


The villages that fall within the 
project area will also be involved in 
acquiring easements. A side effect 
of FIMP is that beaches that federal 
contractors pump sand onto must be 
open to the public. 

“General public access will have 
to be provided at the Quogue Village 
Beach,” Quogue Mayor Peter Sarto- 
rius said in a letter to residents. “Spe- 
cifics remain to be finalized, but it ap- 
pears that there will be some general 
access, daily rate parking at the parcel 
adjacent to the Village Beach parking

Curiously, the debate over how ef- 
fective rock jetties known as groins 
are appears to depend upon location. 
The argument against groins is that 
they starve beaches to the west of 
sand from what’s known as the littoral 
drift, or the natural flow of sand from 
east to west. In the Village of Ocean 
Beach on Fire Island, FIMP calls for 
removing two groins, but more than 
a dozen groins in the Hamptons leg of 
the project will remain in place. 

Resler argues that nature should 
run its course. 

“Leave the barrier islands alone,” he 
said. “Erosion is not a bad thing there. 
It’s necessary. Without it we wouldn’t 
have what we love most about Long 
Island.”

id Nest Seekers International’s Dylan 
Eckardt, better known as the “Prince of 
Montauk,” put his royal touch on an ocean- 
front Amagansett land deal? 
A week ago, he closed a deal on a 9.4- 
acre vacant property on Napeague that 
he brought to the market at $50 million 
for a local family just a few months ago. 
Eckardt, along with Shawn Elliott of 
Nest Seekers, represented both the seller 
and buyer for the property at 2024 Montauk 
Highway in Amagansett, an untouched parcel that 
boasts 400 feet of ocean frontage. We hear there was a 
bidding war for the property with two interested par- 
ties neck and neck, but it ultimately came down to an 
all-cash transaction with a 24-hour close, according

to Eckardt. 
Eckardt claims to have received the asking price, but 
we're hearing differently now. Public records 
were not immediately available at press 
time, however. Elliott wouldn’t com- 
ment on the price, but said, “I walked 
that property a hundred times last 
summer and we decided to put it on at 
$50 million.” Ultimately, he says, “We 
got a lot more than we anticipated.” 
Steven Berkson, one of the most suc- 
cessful natural gas and oil-futures trad- 
ers, is reportedly the buyer. Berkson keeps 
a low profile, though he “is projected to build a 
spectacular one-of-a-kind compound,” according to an 
Instagram post by Nest Seekers International. 
’ How big? We were told the property, which was sold 
as one, had been previously subdivided into four lots. 


The previously approved subdivision divided it into 
two 1.9-acre lots and two 2.8-acre lots. 

Just a day later, Eckardt says he had someone offer 
$2 million more over the ask. He says he presented the 
deal to Berkson, who turned it down. 

The native Montauker is doing business from Mal- 
ibu to Montauk these days. With Elliott and Marlon 
Schwarcz, Eckardt just listed a 30,000-square-foot 
house in Bel Air for $67.5 million. The home makes 
some of our Hamptons estates look small. The theater 
alone has seating for over 40 guests with a game room 
and a bar. There is also a two-lane bowling alley, a 
wine cellar, a professional salon, a 5,600-square-foot 
master suite with its own theater and spa. A 70-foot 
infinity pool and spa has cascading waterfalls and a 
hotel size cabana, plus there are two 50-foot fire fea- 
tures, a putting green, a 14-car garage and a motor 
court for 60 cars.

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This Week’s Cover Artist: 


Howard Stern

| tees radio host Howard Stern 
eturns to the cover of Dan’s Pa- 
pers after his debut cover in December. 
The longtime Hamptons resident dis- 
cusses his process for realistically rec- 
reating the beauty of the area, the great 
masters who inspire him and more. 


What is the name of this mag-. 


nificent piece, and what’s the in- 
spiration behind this loving rec- 
reation of Deerfield Road? 

Thank you. I’m glad you like it. It’s 
just Deerfield Road. Sweet and simple. 
I was driving around and was attracted 
to everything about this spot. The way 
the light breaks out behind the bushes 
and onto the field was special. It had 
everything—mounds of dirt—grass 
that had spots with the road coming 
through, a variety of bushes and trees. 
Loved the wide empty space but in the 
far distance those homes are creeping 
in. I imagine one day that this field 
might be filled in with lots of homes, so 
I wanted to preserve it. I took quite a 
few photos that day and had them lay- 
ing around for a long time. Occasion- 
ally, ’'d pull them out and think about 
turning them into a painting. Finally 
got the inspiration to begin this large 
view. 


Did the conception and cre- 
ation process of this piece differ 
at all from your usual process? 

Yes. Typically, I do a very detailed 
drawing and then paint over it. I like the 
way the graphite mixes with the paint. 
With this one, I had difficulty drawing 
it and did a rather mediocre job of it. In 
my frustration, I began to just start the 
painting process prematurely. I don’t 
usually do that. It was not going well, so 
I put it away for a year and came back 
to it when I had more of a grasp on how 
to approach it. It kept nagging at me 
that I had given up, so I went back to 
it. I started drawing over some of the 
portions I had painted already and, for 
sure, that’s something I had never done 
before. Once the drawing was com- 
plete, I painted over it and finished it. 
Not an approach I recommend, but for 
me, it was ultimately satisfying because 
I saw it through. This was an exercise in 


determination. 


How do you achieve the level of 
detail and realism found in your 
works? 

Detail and realism are what I’m at- 
tracted to. I have learned the foundation 
of my skills through the study of select 
great past masters like Friedrich, Bon- 
ington, Fragonard, Lusieri and John 
Ruskin—Ruskin was all about obser- 
vation and detail. There are a number 
of contemporary masters I admire. I 
love the unbelievable work of Freder- 
ick Brosen, who is also my friend and 
teacher. On Instagram, I’ve discovered 
Dina Brodsky, Rod Penner, Terry El- 
kins, Greg DiNapoli, Bennett Vadnais, 
Lewis Chamberlain, and they are a 
constant inspiration. I don’t paint until 
the drawing reflects as much detail as I 
can achieve and then attempt the same 
level of care with color. All of this comes 
down to technique, and I constantly 
work at learning more and more. 


What makes this piece such an 
ideal fit for the cover of Dan’s Pa- 
pers? 

Seems to me it honors the beauty of 
the Hamptons. We’ve all seen this type 
of view out here and sometimes we 
pass right by it. I think the job of a good 
artist is to take a moment that most 
people would see as ordinary and turn 
it into something extraordinary. 


With so much beauty to be 
found on the East End, how do 
you decide which vistas and lo- 


cales move to the top of your 


painting list? 

I photograph so many spots and just 
constantly review them until I land on 
something that inspires me. I better. 
really love the photo because it takes 
me a long time to complete these. I’ve 
been busy drawing during the pan- 
demic. I decided to exclusively draw 
for six months and not paint. I ended 
up with one large drawing of a scene 
in Central Park and two beach scenes 
in the Hamptons. Now for the next few 


months I will apply watercolor. So, it’s _ 


Central Park and the beach for a while. 
I'll be working on them for the next 
few months. Because of my job on the 
radio, I can’t paint every day, so these 


tend to take a much longer 
time. 


And what’s next on - 
that list? 

I was __ think- 
ing of going into 
Sag Harbor and 
taking a few 
photos. I think 
there might be 
a bunch of inter- 
esting paintings 
that will eventu- 
ally come out of it. 


Now that many 
of last year’s state 
restrictions have 
been lifted, which 
Hamptons ven- 
ues, restaurants 
or other locales 
are you most 
excited to re- 
visit? 

‘Tve been moving 
slower than most when 
it comes to returning 
to civilization, so not 
much to report on that 
front. 


What do you find 
most rewarding 
about creating art? 

It’s not an easy ques- 
tion to answer. I enjoy 
taking something or- 
dinary and turning it 
into something that 
evokes emotion. My 
wife was looking at 
one of my landscape 
paintings and loved it. 
I said we pass that spot every day. She 
said that she hadn’t noticed it. That’s 
what I’m looking for—turning the over- 
looked scene and making it into some- 
thing beautiful. I’ve always looked at 
radio as a blank canvas with all of that 
dead air waiting to be filled. It’s all art. 


Where can fans of your work 
find it in the coming weeks, both 
online and up close? 

Most of the stuff I do, I don’t share. 
At this point I don’t want to be evalu-

I’ve only been 
painting for seven years. Having said

Is there anything else you’d like 
to add? 

Yes, Baba Booey to you all. Listen to 
SiriusXM.

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Tomashi Fackson at the Parrish Museum: 


Giving a Voice to Communities of Color

t this moment, passersby on their 
way through Water Mill are likely 
taking notice of the towering sculptures 
placed throughout the Parrish Art 
Museum's Field of Dreams, wonder- 
ing what other intriguing works of art 
await them inside the long barn-shaped 
building. Maybe, hopefully, they'll fol- 
low their curiosity inside, where they'll 
find breathtaking works of art, yes, but 
also something so much more—some- 
thing that explores the lives of those 
who've been forced to give up their 
land; their families and their freedom 
to build a summer paradise that has 
been anything but welcoming to them. 
On view through November 7, 2021, 
Tomashi Jackson: The Land Claim is 
a multi-part exhibition of Cambridge- 
based artist Tomashi Jackson’s latest 
series of paintings, as well as sound, 
photography and archival materials 
that explore the East End’s marginal- 
ized communities of color, namely the 
Black, Latin and Indigenous communi- 
ties. The varied media on display open 
up a much-needed discourse around 
collective memory and historical nar- 
ratives of labor, educational access, 
transportation and land rights, shin- 
ing a harsh light on the systemic racial 
segregation and discrimination that 
plagues the area. 
Jackson’s journey into these topics 
began in January 2020, when she start- 
ed conducting in-depth interviews with 
members of the East End’s Black, Latin 
and Indigenous communities. She orig- 
inally planned to focus her exhibition 
largely on issues of transportation and 
precarity in transit—drawing parallels 
between the Pinochet regime’s open- 
air kidnapping in Chile and gratuitous 
traffic stops of Latin community mem- 
bers that lead to ICE detentions and 
family separation. However, an un- 
planned conversation with Kelly Den- 
nis, an attorney specializing in federal 
Indian law and secretary of the Shin- 
necock Council of Trustees, opened 
Jackson’s eyes to the continuing history 
of land appropriation and theft in the 
Hamptons, causing her to widen the 
scope of her intensive research project 
and decide upon the exhibition’s name. 
Working through the pandemic’s 
shelter-in-place orders as an artist-in- 
residence at The Watermill Center, she 
conducted online interview with Don- 
namarie Barnes, curator and archivist 
for Sylvester Manor Educational Farm 
on Shelter Island; Bonnie Cannon, 


executive director of the Bridgehamp- 
ton Child Care & Recreational Center; 
Steven Molina Contreras, a lens-based 
artist; Shinnecock Indian Nation 
member Jeremy Dennis, a fine art pho- 
tographer; Dr. Georgette Grier-Key, 
executive director and chief curator of 
the Eastville Community Historical 
Society; Minerva Perez, executive di- 
rector of OLA of Eastern Long Island; 
Tela Loretta Troge, a Shinnecock attor- 
ney and counselor at law; and Richard 
‘Juni’ Wingfield, a long-time com- 
munity liaison for the Southampton 
School District. 

Organized by Corinne Erni, senior 
curator of ArtsReach and special proj- 
ects, with curatorial fellow Lauren 
Ruiz, The Land Claim unfolds across 
multiple galleries as well as outdoors. 
With the help of Martha Schnee, K. An- 
thony Jones and Michael J. Schumach- 
er, Jackson processed her interviews 
and synthesized them into “The Inter- 
views,’ a multi-channel sound work 
composed exclusively of audio from 
said interviews that can be heard out- 
side as visitors walk into the Parrish’s 
main entrance. Once inside, the debut 
exhibition includes “Vessels of Light,” a 
photographic composition comprising 
three. enlarged photographs that ex- 
tends across the 32-foot, south-facing 
window. The source images, provided 
by conversants, depict familial mo- 


ments within the three communities. 


that Jackson worked with most closely: 
Shinnecock children dressed in regalia 
and gathered at the Powwow, female 
descendants of a Southampton family 
of Black migrant farm workers and an 
immigrant family from El Salvador in 
a tight embrace. The adjacent paint-

ing “The Three Sisters” incorporates 


images of intergenerational groups of 
women, addressing the importance of 
matriarchy in these communities. 

In the Robert Lehman Foundation 
Gallery are six large mixed-media 
paintings that comprise locally sourced 
fabrics, potato bags, ground Shin- 
necock wampum shells and soil from 
the Parrish grounds on slanted wood 
frames hand crafted by Ruben Palen- 
cia. Embedded in the compositions are 
images that act as snapshots into the 
lives of Black, Latin and Indigenous

families and community leaders, one of. 


whom is depicted triumphantly fending 
off a bulldozer being used to encroach 
on Shinnecock territory (“Among Pro- 
tectors”). “I’m increasingly doing my 
best to listen with my eyes for what 
(my paintings) need and decentral- 
izing my own aesthetic compulsions,” 
Jackson says of her The Land Claim 
compositions. “A lot of what excites me

aesthetically are issues of discipline, 


so I love that the paintings make argu- 
ments for sculpture and that the paint- 
ings employ printmaking. ... I see this 
kaleidoscope of humanity all through 
those disciplinary concerns that I have 
and are deeply ingrained in me.” The 
final room in The Land Claim is a gal- 
lery turned study room, where visitors 
can delve into Jackson’s research notes, 
look at archival photos and connect 
with the enlarged conversant portraits 
drawn by catalogue contributor Mar- 
tha Schnee. 

The exhibition officially opened on 
Sunday, July 11, with a panel discus- 


‘sion featuring Jackson, Juni Wingfield 


and Tela Loretta Troge discussing the 
history of exploitation that East End 
communities of color have experienced 
since colonization. Additionally, Jack- 
son read interview excerpts from the 
96-page exhibition catalogue that’s 
scheduled for fall 2021 publication. It 
includes new scholarship by Corinne 
Erni and artist Eric N. Mack, inter- 
views with a cohort of Jackson's re- 
search collaborators and drawings by 
Martha Schnee. : 

“I’m incredibly humbled by the trust 
given to me by the nine conversants 
who not only shared with us their 
stories and allowed us to transcribe 
them and share excerpts in the com- 


ing monograph ... but also share the — 


sounds of their voices that can be heard 


outside and images from their own col- © 


lections,” Jackson says. “What I hope 
for this show is that the people who 
have contributed to the show have free 
rein in this space to facilitate, activate, 
advocate and collaborate, to continue 
to tell their stories, not just for the sake 
of consumption while hoping that some 
people who have a hard time hearing fi- 
nally hear something. I hope this space 
is useful to the people here who have 
generations and generations tracing 
back 3,000 years, in some cases. I hope 
this space is useful and meaningful to 
them, and they're doing better ... if they 
actually are considered ... then Iam not 
at all worried about how it will be inter- 
preted by everyone else. ... I hope that 
the people whose narratives and histo- 
ries are imbedded in this work feel that 
this space is actively useful during the 
run of the show, and I think that those 
of us who are not of those communities 
have opportunities to uplift, participate 
and be better for that.

Lanford Wilson 
(1937-2011) 


Fischl says: “Lanford Wilson is the saint for those playwrights who 
are willing to take pliers and wrench to the leaky plumbing of doomed 
romance, always with the understanding that without humor, tragedy 
is a farce.” 

Lanford Wilson was a Pulitzer Prize-winning playwright and the co- 
founder of Circle Repertory Company. Some of his best-known plays are 
5th of July, Talley’s Folly, Balm in Gilead, The Hot | Baltimore and Burn 
This. 

Lanford Wilson was born in Missouri, moving to Greenwich Village in 
1962. After 1970 he spent half the year in Sag Harbor, and lived there full- 
time after 1998. 

In 2010, he was presented the Artistic Achievement Award from the 
New York Innovative Theatre Awards “in recognition of his brave and 
unique works that helped establish the Off-Off-Broadway community and 
propel the independent theater voice as an important contributor to the 
American stage.” He received the Pulitzer Prize for Drama in 1980 and 
was elected in 2001 to the Theater Hall of Fame. In 2004, Wilson was 
elected to the American Academy of Arts and Letters and received the 
PEN/Laura Pels International Foundation for Theater Award as a Master 
American Dramatist. He was nominated for three Tony Awards and won a 
Drama Desk Award and five Obie Awards. 

Wilson was also a collector of outsider art, and an avid and accom- 
plished gardener. He is buried in Oakland Cemetery in Sag Harbor.

‘James Salter is the saint of writers who, like a fighter pilot, fly their missions 
with a compressed language of erotic description that is deadly accurate. His 
epitaph is the guiding wisdom of The Church: Art Is Life Rescued From Time,” 
Fischl says. . é 

James Salter was an American writer and U.S. Air Force pilot. He attended West 
Point and during WWII was stationed in the Pacific theater. He flew more than 


- 100 combat missions, using his later Korean War experience for his first novel, The 


Hunters (1956). Salter’s 1961 novel, The Arm of Flesh, drew on his experiences fly- 
ing with the 36th Fighter-Day Wing at Bitburg Air Base, Germany. 

Salter came to disdain both of his “Air Force” novels and took up screenwriting, 
first as a writer of independent documentary films. His most famous film work is 
Downhill Racer with Robert Redford. After moving to New York City with his fam- 
ily, his 1967 novel A Sport and a Pastime was published to acclaim. It received his 


kindest self-critical review, saying that it came close to living up to his standards. 


In 1976 he began living with journalist and playwright Kay Eldredge. Eldredge 
and Salter co-authored a book titled Life Is Meals: A Food Lover’s Book of Days, 
in 2006. 

His 1997 memoir Burning the Days chronicles the impact of his experiences 
at West Point, in the Air Force, and as being an ex-pat in Europe. A collection of 
short stories titled Dusk and Other Stories, published in 1988, received the PEN/ 
Faulkner Award. Salter was elected to The American Academy of Arts and Letters 
in 2000. His last book, All That Is (2013,) received wide acclaim. He is buried in 
Oakland Cemetery in Sag Harbor.

What a Family! 
Siggi, Naomi, Ivan, Alan, 
Banking, Philanthropy, 

a sex Museum, a Race 


Track & the Wilzig Castle

ost people, when they 

build a mansion in 
the Hamptons, keep that in- 
formation private except for 
family and friends. This was 
not the case when Ivan Wilzig,. 
the son of a wealthy banker, came 
to town. He bought the brow of a hill 
deep in the woods north of Water Mill 
and on it built a 14,000-square-foot 
medieval castle. It was complete with 
a dungeon, throne room, grand stair- 
case and turrets. Arms of the castle 
enclosed a large courtyard featuring a 
swimming pool and ornamental foun- 
tain. 

With the construction completed 
— this was around 1998 — Ivan, later 
known as “Sir Ivan,” opened the metal 
gates and invited a few hundred people 


to an opening day Jungle Masquerade . 


Ball party. He greeted them in a “jungle 
man” costume, but in later years he 
was known to appear onstage and at 
his parties as the superhero Peaceman, 
singing songs he’d written himself, his 
glittering cape swinging behind him. 
One song had even climbed up the 
charts on Billboard for a few weeks. 

By all reports, that first party was a 
wild, celebrity-filled affair, and what 
started out as R-rated changed to X- 
rated in the wee hours. It was the talk of 
the town for weeks. 

The following year, Ivan held his 
party again, and this time, I wangled an 
invitation. 

Around 10 that night, I drove a group 
of friends up Deerfield Road toward the 
castle. And an astonishing thing hap- 
pened. About a quarter of a mile before 
the gate, still on Deerfield Road, a man 
in a business suit standing on the white 
line in the middle of the street mo- 
tioned for me to stop. He then leaned 
into the driver’s window. I saw he was 
wearing an earpiece. 

“May I see your invitation?” he asked. 

“Tm just driving up the road.” A lie. 

“Well if you’re going to the castle, 
you'll need your invitation.” 

As he leaned in, one side of his jacket 


opened slightly and I saw that 
under it he had a gun in a 
shoulder holster. 
We continued on. All of us 
- had seen the gun. We rolled 
along now in utter silence. 
Then there was another man 
motioning for us to stop. This 
time I thought it best to show the 
invitation. 

As we drove on, someone in the back 
seat spoke. 

“Does he have a moat?” 

Although we successfully got into the 
party to drink champagne and eat hors 
d'oeuvres served by men in white while 
Wilzig entertained, we didn’t stay that 
long. I think we were all spooked. 

Several years later, I attended a more 
ordinary party at a private home in 
Mecox. Most of the people there were 
bankers or stockbrokers. At one point, 
I met a handsome man in a business 
suit — everyone was in business suits — 
who introduced himself to me as Alan 
Wilzig. 

“Are you related to Ivan?” I asked. 

“Tm his brother,” he said. 

“Do you live at the castle?” I asked. 

“I did at first. We. both owned it. 
And we still do. But I’m selling him my 
half. I’m nothing like him.” 

“T can see that,” I said. 

I spent about 15 minutes talking 
to Alan Wilzig. He’d met a wonder- 
ful woman — he showed me a picture 
of her — and told me he intended to 
marry her and start a family. He was 
a one-woman man. As far as work was 
concerned, his dad owned a chain of 
banks in New Jersey and he was work- 
ing with him, he said. 

I didn’t ask if his brother worked 
for his dad, too. But my guess was he 
didn’t. Ivan was advancing peace in 
the world. The two of them could not 
be more different. 

I never did get to see Alan Wilzig 
again. Someone told me he’d gotten 
married and bought a large mansion 
upstate. But I felt sure he was very 
happy. 

One year, I think it was around 
2002, Ivan did not hold his annual

party. And the reason was that his 
elderly father, Siggi, had wanted the 
place for himself to enjoy the peace 
and quiet of Water Mill. But the fol- 
lowing year, the party resumed. And 
the year after that, their father died. 

I went to only one other party at the 
castle after that. I guess I was more 
like brother Alan after all. 

The annual party continues on to 
this day. But around 2015, Alan was in 
the news. I think I read about it in the 
New York Post. It was a scandal. And 
there, in the paper, was Alan, wearing 
a helmet, goggles and a race car driver 
jacket with motor oil patches on it, 
standing in front of his racing car. 

Alan, after a 6-year legal battle with 


officials from the upstate Town of 


Taghkanic, had built the largest pri- 


_vately owned race track in the country 


on his 274-acre estate in that town, 
despite the fears by the townspeople 
that the noise would be heard for 
miles. And now he was going through 
a divorce. This was fodder for the Post. 
Poor little rich boy, obsessed with rac- 
ing. And now this.

A 
Polish Jew, he had survived the death 
camps of Nazi Germany and now, with 
only a few dollars in his pocket, would 
begin his new life shoveling snow in 
the Bronx and working in a Brooklyn 
sweatshop. Years later, as a fiery, un- 
stoppable businessman, he’d become 
a multi-millionaire oil, gas and New 
Jersey bank tycoon. The book had 
been paid for by his sons. 

I also learned, doing research for 
this article, that Naomi Wilzig; Alan 
and Ivan’s mother, was the founder of 
the World Erotic Art Museum in Mi- 
ami Beach, FL. And the Wilzig family 
were, and are generous philanthro- 
pists. 

And I thought: “What a family!” 
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Our Amazing History: 


Teddy Roosevelt at Montauk

hen the United States went to 

war in Cuba to drive out the 
Spanish rulers in the spring 
of 1898, young men every- 
where volunteered. Teddy 
Roosevelt, who was then 
Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, was one of them. But 
instead of just volunteer- 
ing, he put together a group 
of Wild West cowboys he'd gotten 
to know when living in the badlands, 
added some of his pals from the upper 
class hed known at Harvard, called 
them the Rough Riders and went off 
as an official regiment. 

In Cuba, Roosevelt led his Rough 
Riders on a successful charge up San 
Juan Hill, and so became America’s 
first overseas war hero. 

But after the war was won, Presi- 
dent William McKinley was advised 
that because so many of the soldiers 
had come down with yellow fever and 
malaria while in Cuba, it might cause 


an epidemic if the troops were mus- 
tered out of the Army to return to their 
families right away. It would be better 

instead to bring the entire 29,500- 
man army to an isolated part of 
America to quarantine for a 

month. Let them recover. 

Then let them go home. 

The place chosen for the 
quarantine camp, named 
Camp Wikoff, was in Mon- 
tauk, and between late August 
and early October 1898, it was 
home for these men living in isolation 
in rows of identical white tents erected 
shortly before their arrival. Under the 
care of doctors and nurses in several 
large hospital tents, many men recov- 
ered, but the disease and infections 
killed about 340 men. 

Roosevelt himself was not one of 
those who had gotten sick. As the 
troop ship carrying him and his regi- 
ment pulled up to the pier at Mon- 
tauk’s Fort Pond Bay, he stepped off 
the gangplank and shouted to report- 
ers there that he felt guilty for not be- 


ing sick when so many of 
his men were. 

As the men recovered, 
Roosevelt kept his Rough 
Riders battle-ready every 
day by riding horseback 
over all the hills and dales 
of Montauk on maneu- 
vers. Photographs show 
them mustering for review 
and riding on horseback. 
Some include them show- 
ing tropical birds they’d 
brought home from Cuba 
as pets. 

When it was deemed 
safe in early September, 
President McKinley vis- 
ited Montauk and met 
not only with his generals but with 
Col. Roosevelt at his tent site in Ditch 
Plains. Mrs. Roosevelt visited with 
their children; their daughters slept 
in Third House, the Army command 
center, and their sons stayed with the 
colonel in his tent at the Rough Rider 
campsite. In 1900 the Republican Na- 


tional Convention nomi- 
nated McKinley, with 
Roosevelt as his newly 
named vice president. 

In 2012, Third House 
and its surrounding 
1,000 acres became the 
centerpiece of what was 
originally called Theo- 
dore Roosevelt County 

Park. It was good to 

be reminded of this 

man’s love of fresh 
air, exercise and hard 
work. In 2014: Suffolk 

County renamed the 

place Montauk County 

Park, dropping the 

Teddy Roosevelt as- 
sociation because Roosevelt never 
actually slept in the command center. 
This newspaper would like to see it 
put back. There is no other statue, 
park or plaza in Montauk celebrating 
Teddy Roosevelt’s time here before 
he became one of this country’s great- 
est presidents. 
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baby cousin Pebe, who was 
more like a sister to me and 
was six months younger. 

We grew up in the same build- 
ing — she on the second floor, me 
on the first — and we were total- 
ly connected. 

Pebe, whose real name was 
Pearl Betsy Silverman, had the 
same first name as me.

There was something 
wickedly delicious about them. 
What a delight! 

Our parents bought el a on 
Lake Oscawana.and we spent

every summer together there 
from age 3 until I went to sleep 
away camp. Our summer days 
were filled with swimming, boat- 
ing, fishing, reading, knitting and 
digging for worms near the lake. 
Being together forged a bond that 
would last forever.

When angora hats were all the 


Tage, we went shopping for one 


together. I wanted the glamorous 
beret, but Pebe chose one with 
ear flaps. I can remember, like it 
was yesterday, her saying, “I want 
to be warm,” and me responding, 
“T want to look like a movie star!” 
Our styles never changed — she 
the realist and me the dreamer! 

As we became adults, we both 
chose to become teachers. I got 
a great job at a school in the 
Midwood section of Brooklyn. 
But in my third year, I switched 
schools to where Pebe taught 
in Bedford-Stuyvesant because, 
like her, I wanted to “change the 
world” and help children who I 
thought needed me more. We 
drove daily to school together. 

It was a tranquil life until I got 
to P.S. 138, which was known 
as an MES (“More Effective 
School”) because of all the extra 
support they offered the K-6 stu- 
dents. But my class of 23 third 
graders was filled with kids who 
had emotional and learning prob- 
lems that were way beyond my 
professional skills, as I did not 
have the experience to know how 
to meet their needs.

When one teacher suggested . 
that I should “bang a student’s 


head against the blackboard to 
control the class and make ‘the 
kids listen,” my heart and spir- 
it were broken. It was my worst 
year of “teaching. 

Pebe somehow found a way 
to cope and tried to guide me 
through that difficult time, but I 
quit in June and found a teach- 
ing job on Long Island soon after. 

Both of us were newlyweds at 
the time. She was my bride of 
honor wearing my chosen color 
—a bubble gum pink dress — and 
then I was her matron of honor. 

Even as married ladies, we 
lived only blocks from each other. 
But life was about to dramatical- 
ly change. 

It started when she told me she 
was pregnant — as was I — and 
was going to be moving.

The study of 300,000 people 
found that living longer and hap- 
pier lives isn’t just a result of diet, 
exercise, or even genetics — it 
found that friends can affect your 
health more than family. For me, 
I was blessed that many fami- 
ly members like Pebe were my 
dearest friends, too! 

I laughed when the report said 
that real friends are not Facebook 
friends or Twitter followers. 

Researcher Robin Dunbar 
reported that the key to good 
friends is to have three or four 
really really close friends. To 
keep them, he ‘said you 
should “think about 
what you can do that 
will help the people 
closest to you be hap- 
pier, then do it!” 


While Pebe lived in California, 
we didn’t see each other in years, 
but our bond was so tight and 
survived. In the last months of 
her life, we did FaceTime chats 
every week, which brought joy to 
both of us. 

So, I pass on the words of the 
researchers: “If you want to have 
closer friends, make ‘care’ a verb.

INGREDIENTS: 


1 2—4 Pound Spanish or Portu- 
guese Octopus

2 Sprigs Thyme 
- 1 Lemon 
1 Teaspoon Chili Flakes 
1 Gallon Water 


Method: Add all ingredients ex- 
cept the octopus to a large pot and 
bring to a boil. To clean the octopus 
cut out the eyes with a sharp knife, 
push out the beak with your thumb 
and turn the head inside out.

We caught up with Rosanna Scotto 
to talk about the upcoming Rosé Soi- 
rée, what she loves about the East 
End and the changes at Fresco by 
Scotto, which re-opened last 
month with a new chef,.a 
new look, a new sound f 
system and a gorgeous 
outdoor atmosphere. 

The inspiration struck 
when Rosanna and her 
sister, Elaina Scotto, 
returned from observ- 
ing a booming, party-like 
restaurant scene in Florida and 
decided to bring it home, enlisting 
the artistry of their dear friend Larry 
Scott (known in the Hamptons to cre- 
ate stunning events). 

We also got the scoop about the 
“Scotto Sisters,” the hit Instagram 
live show where Rosanna and Elaina 
connect with viewers about current 
events, have a check-in with Mama 
Scotto (Marion) and do what they call 
the “schmoozy-schmooze.” 

When it comes.to Rosanna Scotto 
and her family, there is no shortage of 
fun, food and festivity. 

Are you a big rosé fan? 

I love my rosé ... I consider it my 
go-to summer drink. There is some- 
thing light and sunny about it that just

makes me feel good — (like) we are 
children on a summer vacation — it 
puts me in a good mood. 

Tell me about your family and 
the importance of food. 

We love food. We love to eat. You 
know when people go on vacation and 
they plan their vacation around the 
sights and the monuments? Wedo the 
restaurants — and whatever is around 
there. [laughs] 

Who is the best cook in the 
family? 

I’d have to say Dad — he does a great 
Sunday sauce, and let’s face it, that is 
the heart and soul of the Sunday meal. 
It’s funny because whenever he makes 
it, he’ll take his first bite and go, “What 
do you think of it?” Like every Sunday! 
He’s just fishing for a compliment 
[laughs]. “FHIS is the best Sunday 
sauce! I don’t know how he did it! Bet- 

ter than last week!” 
What was the goal in 
re-doing Fresco’ by 
Scotto? 

We literally said this 
is what we're doing: 
We're going to Capri, in 
New York City, in our 

backyard. ... We really 
thought about every detail 
just like you would when you 
are throwing yourself an amaz- 

ing party, and every night we come 
here it really is an amazing party. ... 
We have these firework candles that 
come out when you have a birthday! 


Sounds like you really rein-. 


vented the place. 

Reinvented the place and we know 
our vision is doing well because 
we're getting people coming back, 
repeat customers; in fact this morn- 
ing Kelly Ripa once again starts 
talking about Fresco by Scotto and 
our outdoor space. Elaina and I are, 
like, falling off our seat, “What? 
Again?” [laughs] 

What’s your schedule like 
at Good Day New York, 
and how much time do you 


spend out here? 

I work Monday through Friday, and 
Friday morning at 11 o’clock I’m in the 
car and heading out east, and then we 
usually leave Sunday afternoon some- 
time, to try to beat the traffic so I can 
have some kind of time to prepare for 
Monday’s show.

I’m at work at 5 a.m. for a 5:15 meet- 
ing. I’ve been at Fox over 30 years, but 
I’ve been doing the morning show for 
13 years.

I get to 
meet the most interesting people — 
people who are making the news, to 
those who are famous faces — I get to 
meet them, know their background 
and ask questions that sometimes you 
wish that you: could ask somebody but 
maybe you don’t have the courage to. 

What inspired you and Elaina 
to do the “Scotto Sisters” show? 

During COVID, as a family, we

We started doing a live 
4:30 p.m. afternoon show, where we 
would kind of commiserate and also 
talk about current events, and it re- 
ally has developed into this very funny 
show. ... People who (watch) take time 
out of their jobs just to see what we are 
going to say and see what Mom is go- 


ing to say, because Mom is unfiltered. 

What do you love about being 
out east? 

I love the smell of the salt water, 
the beach. We have the most beauti- 
ful beach in the country. There is such 
peace to just sit there on the sand and 
watch the ocean come in and come 
out. It brings happiness to be able to 
also bring the whole family together. 
... We love our family and our extend- 
ed family being able to come over and 
enjoy our food. 

Favorite restaurants? 

We love Tutto il Giorno ... Dopo la 
Spiaggia ... Le Bilboquet ... Argento. 
Those are our go-tos. 

Other favorite places you love 
out here? 

We do love our Round Swamp 
(Farm). We love the little farm stands. 
I like the Stop & Shop—it’s big! 
[laughs]. I’m used to these markets in 
the city where you can’t even go one 
person down an aisle; here you can 
have a party down an aisle!

‘ince his swearing in on July 6, 
Sag Harbor’s new Mayor James 
Larocca is already hard at work at- 
tempting to make good on the ini- 
tiatives that won him an extremely 
slim, 22-vote victory (379-352) over 
former first-term Mayor Kathleen 
Mulcahy in the village elections. 

A trustee for six years before mak- 
ing a last-minute run at the mayor’s 
office, Larocca had retired from a long 
career in New York politics, serving 
under six different governors in six 
different cabinet positions, when he 
became involved locally. He’s been 
an outspoken proponent of creating 


a comprehensive master plan for Sag 


Harbor and updating waterfront zon- 
ing as part of an effort to better con- 
trol and curtail rampant development 
in the village, and ensure young, el- 
derly and lower-income locals aren’t 
priced out of town. 

Mayor Larocca took some time out 
of his busy schedule late last week to 
discuss his new role, his plans and 
how it’s going so far. 

How has the transition been 
for you since your June 15 win 
and swearing in last Tuesday? 

‘It’s been fine. ... It’s literally three 
_ weeks, so there’s a lot to be done, par- 
ticularly as I had two chairmen retire 
from the very important boards, the 
Zoning Board and the Architectural 
Review Board. I’ve also got to pick a 
trustee to finish my unfinished term. 
... The choices you make of people can 
be the most critical ones. ... I’ve been 
on the job now a week, and it feels 
pretty good. 
_ Why did you run? 

I had become very concerned about 
the direction of things during the last 
two years, to be completely frank 
about it. In my first four years, we 
had a lot of serious goals and we ac- 
complished those. The rebuilding of 
the Long Wharf, the first major build 
in 100 years. ... The other thing that 


happened during my first four years 


is we completed what I consider the 
first phase of Steinbeck Park down on 
the waterfront. ... 


The problem I had in the last two 
years is we did not advance that park 
one inch or one step during the entire 
time and that was very disappointing. 
We had a lot of momentum and that 
all came to a halt. And we have a zon- 
ing problem, we have a housing prob- 
lem, we have a parking problem, and I 
felt that we were simply not connect- 


ing the issues, nor were we advancing. 


forward our losses of young people, 
particularly because of the high cost 
of housing, which is continuing. And 
so, I started reluctantly considering 
whether I would step in. I had a long 
career in public service and I was not 
initially keen to do it, but I felt that 
maybe I could make a contribution, 
so I stepped up four — before the 
deadline. 

You won by just 22 votes. Did 
that change or affect your ap- 


‘proach to the way you’re do- 


ing things, knowing it was so 
close? 

I would say yes and no ... you’ve got 
to appeal to not just the people who 
voted for you, but the people who 
didn’t vote for you. Here it was a vir- 
tual tie in percentage terms. I think 
that’s especially important. ... I’ve 
reached out and continue to reach 
out in every direction. And I’m hop- 
ing that people will be responsive and 
accept that initiative. 

What are your primary goals? 

I would start with the concern 
that’s on everybody’s mind, about 
the rate of development that’s taking 
place in the village. In many cases, 
apparently large, highly funded de- 
velopers are buying up properties 
without a lot of public explanation 
of what they’re doing and why. And 
that is coupled with the larger issue 
we've had ... the price of real estate 
is pricing younger families, working 
families, out of the place they grew 
up in, they love and want to live in. 
The whole bundle of issues associ- 
ated with development and finding 
rules and mechanisms for restraining 
that development, or at least assur- 
ing that it’s more stratified, that it’s 
more public, is a very big part of my 
agenda. 


SAG HARBOR MAYOR JAMES LAROCCA 


How will you implement this 
comprehensive plan and water- 
front rezoning? 

The previous mayor started the 
process. She’d run on the promise 
of a comprehensive master plan for 
the village, but that did not happen. 
I think she’s blamed it on COVID. ... 
The initiative was never undertaken. 
That needs to happen and I will ini- 
tiate a comprehensive planning pro- 
cess, a master plan, for the village. We 
would be in a lot stronger shape now, 
in terms of responding to the devel- 
opment pressures we’re under, if we 
had a master plan. Communities all 
over the island and all over New York 
know that and, somehow, we didn’t do 
it. 

The tools of rezoning, regulating 
what kinds of building, heights, all 
that, were part of the initiative we’ve 
taken for just the waterfront, or only 
about half the waterfront, and I am 
trying to make sense of that. I think 
some of the work there was very 
good, but it’s disconnected and it’s 
not consistent. So a governing plan 
for our waterfront, to protect it as 
our most important economic and 
environmental asset leads the list for 
me as I try to stand up to the wave of 
development that’s trying to gobble it 


up. 
What about the Bay Street 
move? What do you envision? 
We're talking directly now at the 
highest level of the theater. We initi- 
ated that last week on my first day on 
the job and we are only disagreeing 
with Bay Street about the location. 
I would rather not see it on the wa- 
terfront. I think there are alternative 
sites that would serve their purposes 
perfectly well. But we’re talking about 
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the whole package and we’d like to- 


see them not leave. We want to see 
them flourish and grow here, and 
they’ve already given this commu- 
nity 30 years of very fine theater and 
the arts, culture, music, and we want 
them to continue. And I’m confident 
we can solve this real estate issue. 
Do you have anything to add? 
I think Sag Harbor was at its fin- 
est, even with the rain; over Fourth of 
July. I had all my grandchildren here, 
all my family here, and the town was 
alive. It was vibrant. We were out on 
the street. We had a terrific swearing- 
in day and people saw it as very cel- 
ebratory and a fresh start. The spirit 
felt pretty good. It was a long time 
coming out of COVID and this was 
one of our first big outside events, 
and I hope we can build on that spirit.

Id homes can be charming and contain architec- 
tural elements not often seen in many modern 
housing developments. But what older homes may have 
in design appeal, they may lack in updated features. 
While cosmetic changes are not necessarily dif- 
ficult, one area of concern in historic homes and 
sometimes even in houses built 40 or 50 years ago is 
archaic wiring. Wiring provides power to every room 


of the home. In today’s electronics-driven society, 
electricity that works is an essential component of 
daily life. Over time, wiring can be compromised 
through simple aging, pest infiltration, weather, or 
other conditions. 

Deteriorated wiring can present a shock haz- 
ard and also a serious fire hazard, warn the home 
renovation experts at The Spruce. Furthermore, the

the amperage of old wiring may not be able to meet 
the needs of the devices used in homes overpower- 
ing the circuits. This can cause breaker blowouts 
and other problems, such as overheated wires that 
may spark and cause fires from within the wall. 
Wiring often falls into the ‘out of sight, out of 
mind’ category. Homeowners may make allowances 
for inadequate electrical systems, such as running 
extension cords or using multiplug connectors to in- 
crease their wiring capacity. However, they may not 
be diligently keeping on top of upgrades needed to 
stay safe. Confirming that a home’s electrical system 
is safe is a necessary part of home maintenance. 

“It may not be something you think of when things 
are running smoothly, but the truth is, at some point 
in the life of your home, you're going to need an elec- 
trician,’ Hampton Bays-based Amp Hampton Inc. 
says on its website. “The electrical power that makes 
everything run smoothly is a very important part of 
every home. Some homeowners are quite handy at 
taking care of the small projects, such as replacing 
an old ceiling light fixture or rewiring a wall recep- 
tacle. But for the rest of us, anything electrical that 


requires repairs, upgrades or hard wiring is going to 


demand the services of a certified ... electrician.” 
For those who haven’t already done so, schedule 
an inspection with a licensed electrician to go over 
the home’s wiring. He or she can determine if any 
areas pose a safety risk and/or do not conform to 
local code requirements and the National Electrical 
Code. Failure to meet code can lead to difficulty ob- 
taining permits to make other home renovations, or 
difficulty selling a home later on. _ 
The electrician can also go over improvements 
that can improve safety and function. Additional 
outlets, including GFCI outlets in kitchens and bath- 
rooms, may be part of the plan, as well as rewiring 
a fuse box or circuit panel to allow for better flow of 
power around the house. Frayed wiring or underin- 
sulated wiring also may need to be replaced. 
Owners of old homes should recognize possible 
electrical system dangers that require attention. 
Plus, considering electrical codes change quite fre- 
quently, it is always in a homeowner’s best interest 
to work with a qualified electrician to keep wiring 
inspected and up to date.

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Filmmaker Austin Stark _

hile the star of the show on the East End is 

usually its beaches, farms, and quaint village 
downtowns, even the best acts need an acclaimed 
director. 

In the Hamptons, that would be Austin Stark. 
Stark is a well-respected, New York-based filmmak- 
er who has produced Golden Globe-nominated films 
that bring to light the issues of our time. 

His films often push the envelope, portraying 
society in such a way that provoke questions about 
our norms, With overtures that include social jus- 
tice, Stark’s writing, directing, and producing is in 
the right time and the right place, to open eyes 
through the cinema to the progress that we still 
need to make for a more perfect world. 

Stark has worked alongside some of the nation’s 
foremost names in American film production, in- 
cluding Sony Pictures Classics. In 2015, his work 
on the film Infinitely Polar Bear helped earn actor 
Mark Ruffalo a nomination at the Golden Globes 
for Best Actor. Ruffalo’s acting and commitment 
to activism and advocacy complemented the role 
of a father of two who was battling bipolar dis- 
order. The movie helped cement Stark as a well- 
known name in the independent film space. 

Today, Stark is a young and emerging director, 
solely focused on writing and directing narrative 
feature films. : 

Stark’s most recent film, his second as direc- 
tor, is in theaters and on-demand now. Titled The 
God Committee, it stars an iconic, ensemble cast 
including Julia Stiles, Kelsey Grammer, Colman 
Domingo and Janeane Garofalo. The film is a po- 
litically charged medical drama and incorporates 
circumstances unknown to the average audience. 
It was an Official Selection at the 2021 Tribeca 
Film Festival, and premiered on June 20. 

Critics agree The God Committee is Stark’s big- 
gest film yet. Set in New York in 2014, a donor 
heart arrives at a New York Hospital. The recipi- 
ent of the heart, waiting for the vital transplant, 
dies on the operating table. Medical personnel 
are then tasked with the bioethical conundrum 
of asking which of three patients should receive 
the lifesaving heart. As the final moments near 
at rapid pace, five doctors must decide who 
“deserves” the heart, as morality, medicine and 
money all play a part in their consideration. 
Then, seven years later, the film explores the im- 
pact of that one decision. 

“One of the reasons that I made this film was 
to shed light on how serious the worldwide organ 
shortage is, so more than anything else, I am hop- 
ing that my film will help inspire more people to 
donate organs and save lives,” says Stark. 

The crossroads between drama and real life sets 
the tone for this compelling and thought-provok- 
ing film, especially for New Yorkers, whose state 
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ranks last in registered number of organ donors. 
The film should help draw viewers to the cinema 
for the first time since the movies have reopened 
after COVID-19 restrictions were lifted. © 

“As a director, I gravitate to material that I feel 
is socially relevant. One of my early films as a pro- 
ducer, for example, Infinitely Polar Bear, told a 
compelling story about a father with bipolar dis- 
order,” says Stark. “My first film as a director, The 
Runner, follows a politician in the wake of the BP 
oil spill. Now, my newest film offers a lens into the 
world of organ transplantation.” 

Austin’s family owns a home in Bridgehampton, 
a lovely hamlet on the South Fork that is nestled 
between Water Mill and Sagaponack. Year-round, 
like many of us, he is based in New York. 

“When I was growing up, my family had a home 
in Westhampton, so I have been coming out east 
since I was a child,” Stark says. “One memory as a 
child I have is going to the beach with my family 
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and friends and just cruising through Westhamp- 
ton, going to Bun and Burger, or Baby Moon — 
great family style Italian. I still go to Baby Moon 
sometimes as I am passing by.” 

When spending time in the Hamptons, he is 
often with his family in the warmer months, in- 
‘cluding his partner, Daria Pahhota, and his four- 
month old daughter. 

“T have become a bit more laid back, inviting 
friends over and barbecuing,” he says. “I also like 
to go to the beach and do yoga at Hamptons Hot 
Yoga, I love that place.” 

When asked to describe the Hamptons in one 
word, he says: “Beautiful.” 

“Tt is just aesthetically a gorgeous place, from 
the vineyards, to the beaches,” Stark says (and we 
couldn’t agree more).
